When Sylvia was found ho had no 


coat. Asked where it was, In: answered 


"My coat is gone, and something els 


besides." 


F. lr. Silva testified that Sylvia sai< 


that if lie died it was all right, hut i 
not he know the man who did it, anc 
would fix him. 


Dr. H. St. George Hopkins said h 


was summoned to attend Sylvia. II 
found him suffering from convulsions 
and administered an antispaamodic 
Sylvia stated he had been drinking. Th 
convulsions were not of tho kind caused 
by poison. 


The doctor also made a post morten 


examination and found a clot of bluot 
on the brain, caused by the rupture o 
fin artery. There was also a contusion 
on the left side, under tho scalp whicl 
might have been caused either by a blo\ 
or a fall. 


Sylvia was taken with convulsions ii 


a Muriposa street saloon n.,d was taken 
from there to his room at the Flore 
hotel. The jury was of the opinion thn 
there bad been no foul play and brough 
in a verdict of death caused by the rupt- 
ure of a blood vessel in the brain.

The people helievcd that the 
amount asked for was excessive, that 
there was too large n margin for profit 
and jobbery, and lor this and other rea- 
sons which are a matter of recent hiE- 
tory, the bonds were defeated. The 
question now presents itself in a new 
and more reasonable form, and the care- 
ful attention of the board shonlil he 
given to the matter at once.

Tlio Turkish exhibition in Con 
stnntinoplo will very certainly bo wortl 
seeing, and it is but a short trip from 
this country to tho Bosporus.
